Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania 
addressed the bouse. 

He defended the present national 
banking system and de|)recated a return 
to the obno.\ions and unstable statu 
bank system which had proved so detri- 
mental to certain sections of the country, 
notably south and west.

OUTBREAK IN CORKA.

WAST?(vriTO!», June 9.— The state de- 

partiiK n( ha.^ received advices from the 
minister at f-eoul . Corea, stating that a 
serious outbreak has occurred in that 
country. No particulars are obtainable. 
It is understood that the United States 
steamship Baltimore, now at Naski, 
Japan, about BOO miles distant, will be 
ordered to the scene of trouble. 

The Corean legation received a caldo- 
gram y ^terday from the king's palace 
at Stiiul stating that the rebels had 
gained po-fsession of Clnnilato, the 
Bouthern and chief of the eight proviiK'e.Ji 
of the kingdom, that the lives of all for- 
eigners were in danirer and that the 
presence of a United States warship at 
Clieiiinlpo without <le!ay to jTotect 
AmericauH was urgeiitl\ r^ iinested. 

The oliicials of tlie le;^atiuii immediate- 
ly presrnteil the facts to Secretary 
Oreshaiii. and in a fi judly maiUK v im- 
pressed him with the imiwrtaiirc of 
promjit action. They explaiiiel that 
there were :iUil to 400 Amtriraiw in 
the four principal cities of Corea, and 
that the revolatMn wss really directed 

against them. 

Secretary Gresham laid the luatti r bi'- 
fore the president, but no action has 
been taken, the president deeimng it ad- 
visable to await a report from Minister 
8111 on the subject.

A TEXAS STORM

HiixsuoRO, Tex., Junu 2.— A destruc- 
tive storm of wind and rain passed over 
this city at 2 o'clock Thursday morning. 
The Episcopal church was completely 
demolished. The residence of John 
Hodge was blown down, and part of it, 
with most of his furniture, wau blown 
into the lake. The grandstand at the 
fair grounds was blown away, a xxn-tion 
of it Deing blown nearly a mile across 
the lake. Every church in town was 
damaged. Several housse are rei)orted 
blown down in the ( oiintiy. The crest- 
ing on the cotirtlumst^ was lilown off and 
the roof badly daiuuged. Fifty hou.ii s 
Were shitltid on their foun<latious. I'orn 
and o.it crops were seriously damaged. 
No lives are rep>orted lost. The railroads 
sutfi-Ted severely from vvashoute. The 
losses will amount to several thousand 
dollars.

The flood in 
the ( 'oluiubia coiitinii 'S to increase anil 
the indications are that the worst is yet 
to come. Thursday the Upp' r Columbia 
at several points was at a standstill, but 
reports last night show that the river is 
again rising abmt one foot in 21 hours. 
The river is more than a foot higher 
than ever b fore known and th« damage 
will ha immense. 

The fertile bottom lands along t)ie 
river from the Kocky mountains to the 
sea, a distance ul nito mib'S, are all in- 
iiiKlatod. Crops are rubitnl, houses 
washed away and stock drowned. The 
flood has come gradually, which has 
given residents an opportunity to move 
household goods to places of safety, and 
in most instances stock has b s e n oriTen 
to higher ground. 

The salmon canning business has been 
almost annihilated. Fish and canning 
establishments along the river for a dis- 
tance of aoo miles are under water. 

Telegraphic communication to the 
north and east is cut off, except by a 
rouudaEout way. 

Along the Union Pacific, from this 
city to Cmatilla. ,-iboiit jo miles of tra"l< 
are under wat^r. Th«y have established 
steamboat services which enables them 
to carry the mails and passengers. 

The Northern Pacific do's not at 
tempt to operate its line between this 
city and Ooble, a distance of 40 miles, 
but makes connection by the large tx'ans- 
fer boat. 

In this city the water has risen into 
basements as far back as Ninth street, 
and move than hidf the elevators in the 
city are stopped for want of water. 

The mails from The Dalles brings the 
information that the gOTemment locks 
at the Cascades are in danger. 

Sauries island, a few miles below 
Portland, is almost entirely under water. 
Many buildings are afloat. Crops are 
ruined and other property ^s damaged. 
Ths losses will aggregate OTer$l,000,U00. 

THE FLOOD IN COLORADO.

BciCTOs Ayres, Juno 2.— The Herald's 
corresi)ond(;nt in Uio .Janeiro, Brazil, 
teli grai'hs that the directors of the (iov- 
friiment ( 'eiitral railroad announce that 
they have contracted with an American 
firm for the purchase of 60 freight loco- 
motives to be used on their line. 

The Hsrald's correspondent also says 
that Captain Castelho's account of how 
he took the Brazilian rebel refugees 
aboard the Portuguese warships with 
the knowledge and consent of President 
Peizoto and nis minister of marine, as 
cabled to The Herald from Lisbon, is 
pronounced absolutely falss bj gOTern- 
ment otlicials in Rio. 

President Pieioto has a plan to incor- 
porate the navid with the military acad- 
emy. He has little confidence, it is said, 
in the navy, and its men are watched by 
military cadets and officers, and their 
least action, if it is at all suspicious, is 
reported to him.

A Mystery Cleared t'p After the Lapite 
of Over • Tear. 

WELL8V1LI.E. O.. June 2.— A year ago 
Lizzie Ewing mysteriously disajipearetl 
from her home in this city. Jesse Mc- 
(iregor wa.s living with her at the time 
The two had often quarreled, so when 
the woman disappeared MuCHr^r was 
at onoe aocussd. 

No arrests were made at the time, but 
the oiUoars did all they cculd toward 
solving the mystery. A few days ago 
the officers secured a clew, which they 
snccessfnllv followed, and yesterday dug 
up the Ewing woman's bodv where it 
had been buried under a ohicken coop in 
the lot where she lived. McGregor was 
immediately arrested; also, a woman 
named Alma Walters, the latter being 
arrested at Pittsburg bj officers there. 
The charge against them is murder. 

The evidence against him, the officers 
claim, is conclusive. The Ewing woman 
had evidently been strangled to death. 
McCirugor's watch and chain were 
found upon her. McOregor's relatives 
are wealthy and among the most promi- 
nent society people of this city. 

McGregor was arrested about 2 o'clock. 
He made a desperate struggle, pulling a 
gun on one of the officers. He is now in 
jail. 

The Ewing woman was last seen by a 
neighbor, who says she came to her 
homo one afternoon in June, saying 
that McGregor had told her he would 
kill her if sue ever entered the house 
again.

BUYING A WATCH FACTORY. 

".\ British syndicate -that has an old 
familiar goiiiid — lia.s oilrrcd to purchase 
the Elgin National Watch Company, of 
Elgin, 111.," says the Louisville Post " It 
is ready and willing to give $9,000,000 for 
it, though since last May the company 
has made no dividend. Heretofore it has 
paid 2} per cent, quarterly, but this was 
not t-ufhcient to dispose of its earnings. 
Ho stock dividends were made from time 
to time, and $1,000,000 was a year or two 
a;:o disf rilmted anion;; the stockholders. 
The stock is §4,000,000. It is stated by 
the President of the company that $834,- 
000 represented all the money that bad 
been paid into the concern, so that on the 
original investment in stock the com- 
pany has been paying in the last few 
years $400,000 annually, or nearly 50 per 
cent, on their investment, exclusive of 
the gift of bonds and tlie interest thereon. 
Last summer 3,000 operators were em- 
ployed : now the force is 1,400. 

" The British syndicate offers 200 lor 
all the stock and par for the bonds. This 
is u fine illostrattOB of th(> proverb that 
time is money; in this case it is big 
money. The offer now made is not the 
first; time and again an effort has been 
made to purchase, but in vain. 

" Evidently the outlook is iS better and 
business is improving."

The ^ipellants contended that this as- 
sessment waa too low, and that Mr. Wil- 
son at the time of the proceedings was not 
capable of electing whether his property 
should be condemned in fee simple or the 
nse thereof for twenty years, as he had the 
right to do under the 8tatiit<>s. Tin 
judgment condemned the fee simple title 
to this property. 

The ease was submitted to Judge Har 
beson last week on the law and facts anc 
he sustained the appeal and set aside the 
judgment of the County Court. 

Mr. Sullivan testified that he did not 
own the ferry but that he secured the 
license and property for the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad Company, because 
the romj)any could not get it.

THREATS MADE BY KABLER 

OftSMd lh« Dsplorabl* AiUr Xmut 
ipitnra Friday MornlngHDo^ 
OTM Snxrenden. 



Brief mention was made in the Bvv 
UTiN yesterday of the deplorable affair 
that occarred early in the morning at 
the home of Mr. Garrett Donovan. 

'Squire Kabler who was shot by Mr. 
Donoytn was very danfjerously wounded, 
but while the chaneM tr* aMaiaat him 
he may recover. 

The weapon need was a gun. One bul- 
let, it is thoujfht, jxMiotrated the liver, 
another penetrated the right kidney and 
■till another eatered th« rii^ lUgh. 
The last wound is not a rery serious 
one, but the othen are of a very danger- 
oas character. 

Kabler evidontly had his right hand 
thrown behind it at the time, us the bul- 
let that peoetrtted the liver passed 
throiiRh his arm and the one that entered 
the kidney struck his wrist. Such at least 
ia ^e opinion of Dr. FoUitt, who dreeaed 
the wounds. 

After his wounds were dressed Kabler 
was removed to his home. He was a ten- 
ant on Mr. James Asbury's farm for a 
year or so, but this spring moved to the 
Donovan farm. He and Mr. Donovan, it 
aiqpean, have not been getting along very 
well from the first. Matters were made 
worse by a dispute a few days ago over a 
tobacco bed or field. Kabler was very 
abusive and threatening in his language. 
Friday morning )ic was preparing to do 
some work when Mr. Donovan called bis 
attention to the fact that the horse's 
shoulder was sore, and suggested that he 
ought to take more care of the animal. 
This seemed to ennwe Kabler, and he 
threatened to "blow Mr. Donovan's head 
oh' before dinner." Other words jiassed 
between them. Mr. Donovan got his 
gun, and as he came out Mr. Kabler, it is 
said, made a move as If to draw a pistol. 
Mr. Donovan was afraid ^Ir. Kabler in- 
tended carrying out his threat and at 
once Ated, with the result as already de- 
failed. 

After the shooting Mr. Donovan pro- 
ceeded to ttiberva, and going to 'Squire 

Weaver, told what had occurred and gave 
himself up. They tlion came to Mays- 
ville. His trial was set for neii Monday, 
to await the result of KahlerV wounds. 
His bond was placed at $1,0UU, which he 
gave and was veleaaed. 

Mr. Donovan is seventy-two years of 
age, and his reputation for peace and 
good order is of the best. A gentleman 
who lived near him for years remarked 
yesterday that he never knew a more 
even-tempered person. 

It is reported that Mr. Kabler killed a 
man down in Bracken County some years 
ago. 

The news this morning from Kabler is 
that he spent a bad night His physi- 
cians arc of tlie opinion (hat hk woonds 
will prove fatal.
